Judge Evans' Plan Contrary to 
The Law. 



Carlisle (lives An Opinion and the 
Department Admits Its 
Correctness. 



Washington, Oct. 31.— The offi- 
cials of the Department of Justice 
feigned great surprise at the dis- 
patches printed here to-day to the 
fTect that Judge Kvans had taken 
matters in his owu hands and had 
decided to appoint Deputy Mar- 
Is in defiance of the statute. 
The department here indorses Mr. 
Carlisle's opinion as to the law in the 
case, but admits that Evans could 
appoint the deputies, and before 
the notice could be received here 
and the order cancelled by the 
Attorney General, the work for 
which they were appointed would 
have been accomplished. 

The department, however, 
working with Evans, as when a
